National  Farm  Safety  Week 
July  23-29,  1950 


The  President's  Proclamation  calling  upon  the  Nation  to  observe 
the  last  week  in  July  as  National  Farm  Safety  Week  appears 
on  the  other  side  of  this  memorandum.  This  observance  is  spon- 
sored by  the  National  Safety  Council  and  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, in  cooperation  with  many  agencies  and  individuals  who 
are  making  a  determined  effort  to  reduce  the  serious  toll  of  farm 
accidents.  The  theme  for  the  week  suggests  individual  responsi- 
bility for  learning  and  observing  good  rules  for  the  safety  of 
oneself  and  others. 

Information  collected  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  the  Safety  Coimcil  reveals  a  widespread  incidence  of  prevent- 
able accidents  on  farms.  About  17,500  farm  lives  are  lost  by 
accidents  each  year  and  over  a  million  farm  people  are  injured. 
Surveys  show  an  average  loss  of  twenty  days  from  work  or  regu- 
lar activity  for  each  of  these  injuries.  The  dollar  cost  of  medical 
care,  time  lost,  and  property  damage  from  accidents  and  fires 
affecting  farm  people  is  probably  aroimd  a  billion  dollars  annu- 
ally —  a  sizable  fraction  of  annual  farm  income.  The  cost  in 
human  misery  is  incalculable. 

Therefore,  I  am  calling  upon  the  Department  to  assist  in  every 
possible  way  to  improve  the  safety  record  of  agriculture. 
National  Farm  Safety  Week  provides  an  opportunity  to  focus 
attention  on  the  year-round  problem  of  farm  safety.  Agencies 
of  the  Department  dealing  directly  with  farm  people  will  again 
bear  the  major  responsibility  for  promoting  and  coordinating 
the  Safety  Week  program,  under  leadership  of  the  Extension 
Service.  But  I  urge  all  agencies  of  the  Department,  through 
their  publications  and  other  educational  media,  to  give  vigorous 
support  to  the  program.

SURVEY  RESULTS  ON  2000  FARM  ACCIDENTS 


A  survey  of  nearly  2000  farm  accidents  made  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  showed  the  fol- 
lowing kinds  occurring  in  the  order  of  frequency  shown.  The  severity  of  the  different  kinds  of 
accidents  is  reflected  in  the  average  number  of  days  lost  and  the  average  medical  cost  of  each 
kind.  Figures  do  not  include  time  or  dollar  costs  for  fatal  or  permanent  total  disability  accidents.

LEARN  AND  OBEY  FARM  SAFETY  RULES 

The  National  Safety  Council  believes  that  a  knowledge  of  the  hazards  and  a  determination  to 
eliminate  them  is  essential  to  safety  in  agriculture.  Rules  are  reminders  of  some  of  these  haz- 
ards and  of  the  best  ways  to  deal  with  them.  One  of  these  rules  may  save  a  life  on  your  farm 
this  year. 

Check  over  the  list  of  15  simple  rules  below,  and  make  special  note  of  any  that  you  do  not 
habitually  observe.  They  are  th£  ones  you  need  most  to  learn  this  Farm  Safety  Week,  and  to  be 
watching  for  during  the  year  ahead. 


1.  Keep  walkways  and  steps  in  good  repair,  unobstructed  and  well  lighted. 

2.  Keep  ladders  in  good  repair  and  easily  accessible  in  case  of  emergency. 

3.  Always  stop  a  machine  before  unclogging,  oiling,  or  adjusting  it.  Keep  all  machine  guards 
and  safety  devices  in  place. 

4.  Don't  wear  loose  and  floppy  clothes  around  machinery. 

5.  Start  tractors  smoothly  and  turn  corners  slowly  -  avoid  ditch  banks  and  soft  ground  —  al- 
ways hitch  to  the  drawbar. 

6.  Speak  to  animals  when  approaching  them.     Keep  them  calm  by  acting  with  calm  self  as- 
surance yourself. 

7.  Always  keep  bulls  in  safe  bull  pens.    Never  handle  bulls  unless  they  are  properly  re- 
strained. 

8.  Know  and  obey  all  traffic  laws.    Stop  driving  if  you  get  sleepy.    Never  ride  with  a  driver 
who  has  had  a  "drink". 

9.  Keep  your  back  straight  and  lift  heavy  loads  with  your  leg  muscles.  Don't  try  to  lift  any- 
thing that  is  too  heavy  for  you. 

10.  Use  the  right  tools  for  the  job  —  make  sure  they  are  in  good  condition  —  keep  them  in  a 
safe  place. 

11.  Give  prompt  attention  to  even  minor  injuries. 

12.  Keep  guns  unloaded  except  when  actually  using  them.  Treat  every  gun  as  though  it  were 
loaded.   And  NEVER  aim  at  anything  you  don't  want  to  shoot. 

13.  Don't  use  kerosene  to  start  fires.    Pour  kerosene  or  gasoline  outdoors  to  prevent  the  ac- 
cumulation of  treacherous  vapors.    Dry  clean  outdoors. 

14.  Don't  smoke  around  the  barn. 

15.  Never  swim  alone.     Never  dive  into  water  without  first  determining  the  depth.     And  be 
careful  around  boats  of  any  kind  —  never  stand  up  in  small  boats. 


LOOK  AHEAD  AND  BE  READY  TO  COPE  WITH  THESE  HAZARDS 


Just  aliead  is  the  busy  harvest  season  when  farm  accidents  reach  the  highest  point  of  the 
year.  This  is  tlie  time  to  be  especially  careful  with  machinery  and  tools.  Thousands  of  farm 
workers  will  be  seriously  injured  or  killed  because  of  not  following  the  simple  precautions  out- 
lined for  handling  tractors  and  other  farm  machinery.  Thousands  more  will  belaid  up  for  a  week 
or  two  because  of  mishandling  axes  and  other  hand  tools  -  many  with  loss  of  fingers  or  toes. 

With  the  coming  of  winter,  fires  will  be  an  increasing  hazard  and  thousands  of  homes  and  out- 
buildings will  burn  down,  unless  precautions  are  taken.  Motor  vehicle  accidents,  a  source  of 
the  most  severe  injuries  all  year  round,  will  be  even  more  frequent  than  usual,  because  of  icy 
roads.  Falls  in  and  around  houses  will  continue  to  be  numerous,  because  of  cluttered  stairways 
inside  and  icy  steps  outside. 

Spring  will  bring  another  rash  of  tractor  accidents,  connected  with  plowing  and  harrowing.  An 
average  of  10  or  more  people  in  every  county  will  be  kicked,  thrown  or  stepped  on  by  horses  or 
cows  -  injuries  mostly  preventable  by  proper  handling  of  animals. 

All  kinds  of  haying  accidents  will  occur  during  the  summer:  workers  will  get  their  hands 
caught  in  hay  ropes  and  pulleys;  others  will  fall  from  hay  mows  or  have  loads  of  hay  fall  on 
them.  Some  will  run  pitcli  forks  into  their  feet.  Many  severe  cuts  will  be  suffered  by  those  who 
get  hands  or  legs  caught  in  combines  or  threshing  machines.  With  children  out  of  school,  rec- 
reational accidents  will  reach  a  peak. 

These  are  a  few  of  the  hazards  that  will  lead  to  accidents  in  the  year  ahead.  To  protect  your- 
self from  them,  LEARN,  REMEMBER,  AND  OBEY  FARM  SAFETY  RULES. 

WHAT  CAN  INTERESTED  ORGANIZATIONS  DO? 

Organizations  interested  in  farm  life  and  welfare  can  help  by  calling  attention  to  the  need  for 
accident  prevention  and  by  sponsoring  contests,  demonstrations,  and  safety  talks  in  their  pro- 
grams. 

WHAT  CAN  PRESS  AND  RADIO  DO? 

Newspapers  and  magazines  can  run  editorials,  cooperative  advertising  supplied  by  the  Ad- 
vertising Council,  stories  of  farm  accidents,  local  plans  for  safety  campaigns,  local  accident 
statistics,  and  national  background  material. 

Radio  networks  and  local  stations  can  broadcast  live  spot  announcements  based  on  this  fact 
sheet,  interviews  with  accident  victims,  talks  by  program  leaders,  special  farm  safety  events, 
transcriptions  supplied  by  the  National  Safety  Council  and  the  United  States  Department  of  Ag- 
riculture, and  by  arranging  for  short  messages  on  regular  farm  radio  commercial  shows. 

Some  radio  stations  in  the  past  have  arranged  for  such  special  programs  as  "My  Farm  Safety 
Mint,"  and  "My  True  Accident  Story,"  contests,  hazard  hunts,  etc. 

WHAT  CAN  FARM  PEOPLE  DO? 

Learn  and  practice  farm  safety  rules  to  eliminate  the  unsafe  habits  and  conditions  that  cause 
accidents. 

Make  their  farms  and  homes  much  safer  by  resolving  to  do  things  the  right  way  -  which  means 
the  commonsense  safe  way. 

Make  farm  safety  a  family  affair  365  days  a  year.
